SAN JOSE, April 29.—In the midst 


of thousands of breathless spectators, 
at 11 o'clock this forenoon. Professor 
John B. Montgomery's famous aero^» 
plane,

Attorney A. M. Seymour made a pow- • 
erful and eloquent a.rgument in his 
address to the jury in the case ot 
Harry Bunkers of San Francisco, the 
State Senator who had been deposed 
by his associates and afterwards in- 
dicted by the Grand Jury for brib- 
ery. Bunkers was the chairman o£ 
the Committee on Commissions and- 
Hetrenchment, which body-undertook 
the investigation, of certain get-rich- 
quick concerns and building and loan 
associations. A plan was laid in San 
Francisco by Clarence Grange, of the 
Phoenix Association, and Gavisi Mc- 
Nab, the attorney for Grange, to en- 
trap a majority of the 
Senatorial 


committee in . a 
boodle transaction. 


The Senators were to be bought, for 
J350 each, to grant immunity to the 
Phoenix and other associations.. Ac- 
cording to the testimony an agreement 
was made and the money was paid 
to four Senators—Bunkers, Bmmons, 
Wright and French. 


Joseph S. Jordan, who was the cor- 


respondent of a. San Francisco news- 
paper, was chosen as the man to de- 
liver the money, and he swore that 
he did deliver'ltrJT*w61"aetectlves tes- 
tified that they saw Jordan pass the 
money and it was upon this testimony 
that the men were dismissed from the 
Senate and also upon this testimony 
that the Senators were indicted. 


The trial of Bunkers has been in 


progress in Judge Hart's department 
for two weeks and was brought to a 
close, so far as arguments 'were con-

Bunkers had seen flt to to do other- 
wise and therefore he did not deserve 
the consideration. 


Seymour asserted that Bunkers, out 


of his own mouth, while on the wit- 
ness; stand, had corroborated the tes- 
timony of Joseph 
Jordan, who had 


paid the bribe money. He referred to 
the majority of the Senate Committee 
on 
Commissions and Retrenchment, 


that majority which 
had 
accepted 


bribes as being "contemptible."

The Charges Against Loomis 


It is announced from Washington that Minister Bowen is to be 


called home to explain his connection with the charges bruited 
through the press that his predecessor, Francis B Loomis, now As- 
sistant Secretary of State, was guilty of speculating on the strength 
of his influence as a diplomatic representative of the United States 
Apparently the attitude of Minister Bowen toward these charges is not 
satisfactory to the Washington authorities 
He is reported to have 


cabled the charges to the State Department when they were no more 
than street gossip in Caracca.s 
Now the stones derogatory to Mr 


Loomis have taken a definite form and have something of formal 
sanction on the part of the Venezuelan government 
Among other 


things it is stated that President Castro has m his possession a can- 
celled check for Sio,ooo paid to Air Loomis by the Bermudez Asphalt 
Companv 
If Castro is really possessed of such a document it would 


be conclusive proof against Loomis, and it is strange therefore that he 
has not brought the matter officialh to the attention of Secretary Hay 
Instead of doing that however, he has allowed it to be given out un- 
officially to the pre=s and the diplomatic representatives of foreign 
countries 
This was insulting to the United States, for it was calcu- 


lated to discredit both the American embassy and the State Depart- 
ment in which Loomis occupies an important position 
Minister 


Bowen apparently has not resented the conduct of the Venezuelan

If the Bible is to be taught as literature, it must either be studied 


like other literature, or it must not 
In other literature we undertake 


to know who wrote the book, and what influence his personality and 
environment had on it 
We analyze what! part is literally true, what 


part is poetr}, and what part is myth 
If any part is myth, we trace 


its relation to other myths, and its history 
If it is an old book, we 


examine whether its statements would have a different meaning, when 
written, than they have to a modern mind 
We compare its moral 


ideals to the ideals of our own time, and expose their limitations And 
this we do not in college, merely, but m the very primary school 
Stories from Homer are read by little children, with some under- 
standing that they are not modern literal truths 
When our children 


ask us questions about the miracles of Aladdin, or the Thousand and 
One Nights, we answer them honestly 
Now, we must either do all 


of these things with the Bible, or we must omit to do them. And m 
making this choice,, we are taking sides on the whole question of 
Higher Criticism, precisely the most mooted dispute of modern 
theology (or of modern theology with ancient theology surviving m 
modern time) So long as the literary and historic problems of the 
Bible and even the moral right of the human mind to examine such

Horses and cattle are believed -"o have 


an instmoti-ve fear of wolves 
Or. a re- 


cent afternoon the wolves in the London 
zoological gardens howled so ferociously 
that a borse to the street blocks away 
was panic stricken by it

animals besides tbe wolf for which do- 
mesticated animal ne\«r seem able to 
conquer ttoir aversion are the camel and 
the beat.

"Secretary Barry Says That Pros= 


pects For Fruit Crop in County 


is Not Very Promising. 


The following report has been filed 


With the Board of Supervisors by TV'il- 
liam Barry, secretary o£ the County 
Board of Horticultural 
Commission- 


ers:

"To the Honorable the Board of Su- 


pervisors of Aiameda County.—Gent'.e- 
men: 
The season for the handling or. 


nursery stock is about closed, the out- 
put has been continuous since Novem- 
ber' 15; 1904, to date; the volume o£ 
business done in nursery stock 
lias 


•been considerably above the average 
of many years, the sales o£ both fruic 
and ornamental stock having increas- 
ed about fifty per cent in this year's 
sales. 


"The number of plants and 
trees 


handled at this station for an average 
year has ranged from 750,000 to 1,000,- 
.000, 
while this year 
it 
must 
have 


reached nearly 1,500,000. The number 
of certificates issued by me this sea- 
son from November 15 to date is 1,150-1, 
the highest number issued by me in 
any previous season has been about 
•1,000, showing conclusively the enor- 
mous increase in the output compared 


• with previous years. 
"The prospect for the coming fruit 


crop in this county for this year is not 
.very encouraging, for, with the excep- 
tion of apricots, the yield will be fi.r 
below the average. I have the south- 
ern part of this county pretty thor- 
oughly canvassed, and find the result 
about as follows: 
• "Apricots, heavy crop, except 
Moor 


Parks," which are less than one-quar- 
ter of a crop. Bartlett pears In some 
orchards are nearly a total 'tailur'..-, 
•while in others-the crop will be about 
fifty per cent. Plums will be from leii 
to no per cent. 
Cherries, Royal Aiuie 


and Black Tartarian, 
five 
per ceni; 


Rockport Blgarreau, fifty per cent, and 
Black Republican, twenty-five per cent 
In some orchards, in others ten pt-r 
cent. 
Almonds, ten per cent. 
This 


sums up the conditions in 'Washington 
township for overhead fruit. 
There is 


no report of injury to 'grape vines by 
frost. 
The conditions in Eden town- 


ship I find by inquiry to be as follow;,: 
Plums, ten per cent; prunes, five per 
cent; apricots, good 
crop; 
cherries, 


Royal Anne and Black Tartarian, ten 
per cent. 
Consequently I think the 


fruit harvest for this county will be 
the lightest in many years. 


But we are not alone as regards 


such conditions; for on making Inquiry 
at Santa Clara yesterday f find from 
gentlemen who have canvassed 
the 


matter thoroughly that the same con- 
ditions prevail in that county. 
While 


from a report received by me from 
Geo. 
H. Cutter, Horticultural Commis- 


sioner of Sacramento, I quote the fol- 
lowing: 
Placer 
county—Peaches, 


early, light crop; late good. 
Plums 


seventy-five per cent. Pears, fifty pel- 
cent. 
Sacramento 
county—Peaches, 


same as Placer.

conclusion he says:' 'Our early peach 
trees look as though a fire had struck 
them.' 


"The cause of the great loss as far 


as this county is concerned 
can be 


summed up in a very few wordf. 
The 


very warm weather for the first ten 


days in March when the thermometer 
ranging from 76 to 80 degrees, brought 
out everything in full bloom, then th« 
rain commencing on March 11, and 
continuing for twelve day's, resulting 
in the loss of pollen and consequently 
no fertilization. 


"The pasturage is good everywhere, 


and all early sown grass is looking 
well, while the last rains were beneC- 
cial to all late grain. 


"The planting of beet seed is In full 


swing all over the valley, and the acre- 
age planted will be about the same as 
last year, 


"I have put out two good-sized col- 


onies 'of the parasite of the codlin 
moth in apple and pear orchards, for- 
warded to me by the State Board of 
Horticulture. 
It is hoped by all or- 


tchardists that they will be the means 
[of checking- the depredations of that 
pest in our apple and pear orchards. 


"The rainfall for the present season 


to date is 20.66 inches, against 18.6!) 
inches for the same date last year. 


"The 
loss by frost in the raisin dis- 


tricts of .Fresno county has been very 
serious. 
Mr, Roeclitig reported to me 


that his own loss was 100 acres.

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Beautiful Lillian Leslie Was Not 


True to Tax Collector Smith 


Municipal Ownership Across the 


Bay is Discussed 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 29.-The defalcation of Tax 


Collector Smith has called attention to the extremely loose way 
in which the money and affairs of the city government are 
handled. This time it is not Mayor Schmitz who is to-Maine. 
It would have been a great thing for the reformers if the Mayor 
had been responsible for the appointment of the defaulting Tax 
Collector. But Smith was known as a Crimmins man, and 
Crimmins is now supposed to be hand and glove with the re- 
formers. 


But though the flight of the gay Tax Collector offers no 


club with which to beat the political life'out of the Mayor, it 
does cause the eyes of the citizens to open in wonder and amaze- 
ment that such great sums could be squandered or stolen with- 
out anybody being on watch to detect the guilty man: It now 
transpires that Smith's gay night life was known all along the 


. tenderloin; but with all the detectives who are in the employ of 
the city, not one was sharp enough to get upon the embezzler s 
trail and set in action an investigation" that would have saved 
the money of the city. 
> 
Out in the City Hall are experts who are supposed to do 


something for the money paid to them. Yet no expert seemed 
busy enough or shrewd enough to protect the interests of the 
people in the Tax Collector's office. The head bookkeeper in 
that office had been there ever since 1881. He was supposed to 
know more about the office than anybody connected with it. Dif- 
ferent administrations have come and gone, but he was consid- 
ered a necessary fixture. He now admits that he knew of some 
defalcations and denies that he knew of others. 
He conse- 


quentlv shows himself incompetent in one respect and dishonest 
in another; for if he did not know of the defalcations of a year, 
ago he should have detected them; and when he did detect the 
defalcation that he admits detecting, it was his duty to at once 
have informed the Mayor. Had he done that duty the people 
of the city would have been saved a sum somewhere between 
$50 000 and $100,000. That would have paid Bookkeeper Mcr 
Oabe's salary for more years to come than he has already been 


111 ° But no one attended to the interests of the- people. The 
detectives made no report of his wild doings at night 
The ex- 


perts made no reporj: of the shortcomings of his books. When 
'the Grand Jiiry went after his office influences were brought to 


bear that stopped the investigation. Even the.surety company 
that went on his bond, a company that would be supposed to 
have its eyes open, remained singularly blind and took no acoon 
towards stopping his extravagant mode of life. It seems that 
many of the big financiers knew that his brother had had to 
raise large sums of money to cover the shortage of a year ago.

robbery of the city is'the result. Now that the horse has run 
away and the bam door is closed behind him, everybody is alert 
and is taking up the cry.

have had his photograph and the history of; his antecedents. 
From this it would seem that Smith has very little .to fear from 
our local sleuths. He at least has an even chance of getting 
clean away, unless he is betrayed by some of the women with 
whom he was infatuated.

She had, had 
a singularly checkered career, going from poverty to affluence 
and back again, and without any notion of saving money or that 
there ever would be a bleak tomorrow when her money-and 
beauty were gone. She worked as a household servant in her 
youth, and for a time had a little flower store. Then she became 
known as an habitute of the- back rooms of Gobey's saloon on 


•' Sutter street, when that saloon was in the very heart of the ten- 


derloin. She made a long trip with Peter Jackson, the colored 
pugilist, as her admirer, when that black Hercules was in the 
hey-day of his fame. Then she won considerable distinction on 
the vaudeville stage and became known to the theatrical world 
of this country and England as "Beautiful Lillian Leslie," al- 
though even then her beauty was rather of form than of face. 


If Smith thought that he held a single place in the

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A week or two ago I had a paragraph on the hold that the 


doctrine of municipal ownership of public utilities was getting 
on the politicians. 
My statement has had abundant proof this 


week'in the rush of the Supervisors to declare in favor of muni- 
cipal ownership and operation of the Geary street railroad. 
There was no dissenting vote on the Braunhart ordinance, and 
there is already quite a disposition on the part of the newspa- 
pers to follow "The Examiner's" lead and shout aloud for 
municipal or government ownership of almost everything 
in sight. 
From the whoop-up a reader would be led to 


believe that the Geary street railroad would be built right away, 
and that it would become at once the pride and glory of the city. 
But as a matter of cold fact, the whole scheme is in a dxeadful 
tangle. 
A 
The Supervisors jumped before they looked.' ; They pro- 


ceeded on the theory that they could provide about half of the 
necessary funds out of this year's budget and put the work in 


such condition with that amount of'money that contracts for the 
rest of the work of construction and for the ears and equipment 
could be made in advance out of the budget of next year. 
In 


figuring this they figured that the electrical cable need not be 
put in until after the rest of the road was completed. Evident- 
ly they thought this cable was some such affair as is used by the 
present cable roads. But when they-<called in Engineer Stut v 
to go over the figures that he had prepared for City Engineer 
Grunsky two years ago, they found that the electrical cable is a 
matter of conduits, such as the electric power companies now 
have in the streets. Of course.the work of constructing these 
conduits will have to be carried along at the same time as the 
work of re-constructing the present cable slot and putting in the 
rails that carry the electric current for the motors. So the pur- 
chase of what they call the electrical cables could not be put off 
until next year as they had figured. And when they got right 
down to business, they found that if the work was to go right 
ahead, practically all of the money necessary for the road, ex- 
cept that for the one item of* cars, would have to be provided out 
of this year's budget. Then again there had been no provision 
for a car-house or a power-house or power stations, and En- 
gineer Stut began to shake his head when asked whether he 
could.be sure that the road could be constructed for the amount 
he named in his report of two years ago. So he had to be asked 
to prepare an entirely new report. .. 


It is hardly probable that the Finance Committee can 


squeeze into this year's budget over $200,000 or $250,000 for the 
Geary street project, and itis more than likely that Stut's report 
will make it evident that $350,000 or $400,000 are needed to take 
up the work and carry it on continuously until the money from 
next year's funds may be available. So it is'not at all certain, 
that the Finance Committee will provide the money to begin the 
re-construction of the road, and there is a good deal of bluff in 
all the talk that the work is to be taken up at once and pushed to 
completion. At the best it will be anything but a (model rail- 
road, for the old raijs now down on Geary street are to be used 
for most of the length of the line, and those rails are (fitted for 
anything rather than for a model railroad 
'• *• 
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Engineer Stut made one remark, however, in discussing the 


matter of power which is apt to have quite an important bearing 
on the future of one of the city's great corporations. He said 
that he was putting in the work of the new gas company that is 
just butting into San Francisco and that that company was 
making.five-year contracts for gas;at 75 cents a thousand feet. 
He declared that his company will agree to furnish gas to the 
city for the generation of power on the Geary street .road for 
much less than 75 cents a thousand feet, while the best the old 
Sari Francisco Gas and Electric Company has offered is 90 cents 
a thousand. 


This looks very much as if the new gas company meant 


business in the way of competition with the old one; and the peo- 
ple are beginning to wonder if there is to-he any end to the sort 


, of commercial blackmail indulged in by these gas companies. A 


new company conies into San Francisco every few years. 
It 


starts a competition with the monopoly. It lays down a lot of 
mains and cuts prices in whatever territory those mains touch. 
The stock of the old company is disturbed in the market. If it 
reduces rates to meet competition, the dividends are interfered 
with. After a time it buys out the competing company and ha* 
to add just so much more to its already enormous capitalization. 


Even then it has not purchased immunity, because the very 


next freebooter of commerce, with a little dash and a few dollars 
behind him,- can come in and work the same old game over again, 
being assured that' as soon 'as he makes his competition hot 
enough the old corporation will buy him off at a great profit to 
himself and his backers, but with an addition to the heavy bur 
den of capitalization already carried by the gas monopoly cameL

The Improved condition of Ameri- 


can agriculture today is largely due 
to the educational :work conducted by 
the duly constituted agencies of agri- 
cultural research, writes Hon. James 
Wilson, Secretary of Agriculture in 
The 
Country Calendar. The State 


Experiment Stations have done 
and 


are doing good and ^improving work. 
.The Department of Agriculture, under 
the fostering care of Congress, 
has 


grown in size and strength with the 
passing years, and is now a great in- 
stitution for research, for the train- 
ing of men, and for the diffusion 
of 


knowledge, such as the world has not 
heretofore seen. Two thousand scien- 
tists are working, with hearty en- 
thusiasm, to solve the many pressing 
problems that almost daily arise in 
the work of the farmer. 


If the department boasted a motto, 


I thick it should be the two words 
" J7e help." At least we aim to help, 
particularly the man 
"who works in 


the field with his co^.t off." Certain 
lines of our work have a broad na- 
tional bearing, such as the weather 
service, the forest service, and the 
inspection of meats for export and In- 
ter-state commerce. Notable, also, in 
this respect, is the work on the in- 
troduction 
of 
valuable 
seeds 
and 
plants from abroad, and their adapta- 
tion to our conditions. The introduc- 
tion of the macaroni wheat 
alone, 


which grows in ten inches of rain- 
f°ll, has added enormously to 
the 


wealth of the Northwest and extended 
the possible range of wheat-growing 
over great areas. When an agricult- 
ural crisis, involving a great region, 
arises, such as the appearance of the 
•boll-weevil in 
Texas, there 
is no 
agency in the country which can ade- 
quately handle it .except the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture; and the experi- 
ence of the past season shows that the 
department's advice to cotton grow- 
ers, If carefully followed, will insure

MILCH GOATS—A NEW INDUSTRY 


At this time an interest Is mani- 


fested in milch goats which bids fair 
to assume large proportions. 
This 


has been prompted in large measure 
by the success which has attended 
the raising of Angora goats. 


There are coming to this country 


every year thousands 
of Europeans 


who, 
in their native land, depended 


for their milk almost entirely upon 
the goat. This milk formed a large 
part of the sustenance of the family, 
especially the children. The keeping 
of a GOW was out of consideration, be- 
cause of her original cost and the ex- 
pense of her maintenance. It is well 
known that most of these immigrants

(Very many of our American lawns 
ai-e insufficiently supplied with plant- 
food). 


2. Liberal feeding is one of the best 


possible antidotes for weeds. 
Nearly 


all kinds of weeds are crowded out by 
the grass, where plant-food is aimn- 
dant. 


3. •• It is important to found a lawn 


upon a soil originally deep, feritle and 
of good physical condition, for in such 
a soil only can plant-food be used.to 
best advantage 


4. Since 
an adequate 
supply of 


water and good drainage are both es- 
sential in making plant-food available, 
.they must be constantly given due re- 
gard in the making and maintenance 
of a lawn. 


5. Fertilizers comparatively riei in 


nitrogen and poor in potash give the 
most grass and the least clover. They 
should be chosen, therefore, for tennis 
courts, putting greens and similar sit- 
uations. 


6. Where a particularly fine, thin 


turf is desired, sulphate of ammonia 
would be preferred to nitrate of soda 
or to natural manures. 


7. Clover follows 
potash. 
It also 


follows lime, srweetens 
the soli and 


liberates potash. 
Complete fertilizers, 
containing liberal amounts of potash 
or of lime, may be applied to parks 
or open lawns 'which are not much 
used. 


S. When a lawn becomes "sour" and 
mossy, the-herbage failing at the same 
time, it is best to use Hme or potash, 
or.both. This will probably bring in a 
quantity of clover, but the clover can 
afterward be supplanted by grasses by 
reducing the proportion of potash and 
increasing the nitrogen in the fertil- 
izer. 
PRACTICAL RULES FOR LAWN- 


MOWING.

THE BEST LAWN FERTILIZING 
The best fertilizer experiments ever 


carried out are doubtless those made 
at Rothamsted, England. Some notes 
recently published show the striking 
influence of fertilization on the char- 
acter of a la-wn. Forty-seven years 
ago, twenty plots of about one-half 
acre each were marked off on an old 
lawn at Rothamsted, and these areas 
have been subjected to various schemes 
of 
fertilization, 
practically 
without 


change of program, ever since. 
It Is 
said that a glance at these grounds 
now would give one 
the impression 
that the 
different, plots had been 


brought in from different countries, so 
varying is their vegetation., 


On the unfed or underfed plots, the 


herbage is scanty and. is largely com- 
posed of Weeds. Plots heavily fed with 
complete fertilizers, show 
abundant 
herbage, but of only a few species. .In

The St. Bernard is regarded by many 
as the handsomest and most Intelligent 
of 
all dogs. Like the collie, it is 


capable of deep affection, and, unlike 
that dog, its disposition Is perfect. -No 
human being could be more zealous In 
guarding a child. Its hark is deep and 
carries far on the night air. The St. 
Bernard is fairly active for a big dog, 
but not enough so to make special ex- 
ercising 
Unnecessary. . It can stand 


more cold than any other breed, tie 
smooth-coated . specimen most of all. 
The monks of the ancient Hospice of 
St. Bernard have found that the latter 
variety best endures the rigorous Al- 
pine winters. 


The Useful Little Fox-Terrier 


The fox-terrier is a most useful little 


animal, and ornamental as well. It is 
an accomplished 
rat-catcher 
in the 
house and stable, a willing and active 
playmate 
for children, 'and' always 


ready for a scrap with a strange dog.

USEFUL INFORMATION TO HOUSE- 


WIVES—FASHION NOTES. 


.In a recent address Mrs. Back, wife 


'of. the director of the industrial school, 
(Gewerbe Schule) at Frankfort, Ger-- 
many, brought to tb^ attention of her 
hearers the. following interesting in- 
formation in regard to a new article 
of kitchen furniture—the hay box, or 
flreless stove. 


Every housewife knows that a pot,of 


coffee can tie kept hot for a consid- 
erable length of time without.the aid 
of a flre, simply by wrapping it secure- 
ly in a dry towel in order to hinder the 
escape of heat. It now seems very 
strange that the world has been so 
slow to make a practical and more ex- 
tended use of this idea. 
At the Paris Exposition of 1867 much 
attention was attracted by a wooden 
box lined with wool and felt, which 
-was caller "the Norwegian automatic 
kitchen." 
In this 
box food which 


•had been boiled for only a very few 
minutes continued to cook slowly and 
In two or three hours was found to be 
ready for the table. For some unex- 
plained reason all efforts to bring this 
useful novelty into general use proved 
•unsuccessful until the matter was re- 
cently taken up systematically in Ba- 
den. The propaganda Is now fceing suc- 
cessfully pushed in Berlin, Munica, 
Frankfort and other cities by means of 
popular lectures and public demon- 
. strations. 


fjt-ff 
Back stated that she has now 


•been using the hay box for 13 years, 
and feat it has greatly reduced the 
cares and annoyances of housekeeping. 
At first she used the box merely for the 
purpose of keeping finished food warm, 
but It was not long before she discov- 
ered that the process of cooking con- 
tinued in the box. She soon found she 
could finish in the all boiled and roast- 
ed meats, sauces, fish, soup, vegetables, 
fruit, puddings, etc. Of course the box 
cannot be used for beefste_aks, pan- 
cakes and the like, articles whose chief 
attraction lies in the crispiness re- 
sulting from rapid cooking on a hot 
fire, but when food of this kind is be- 
ing prepared it is a great comfort to 
the housewofe to know that the rest of 
the meal is ready in the box. 
A Httle patience and interest will se- 
eon aD the experience that is needed 
and remove all doubts. A few experi- 
ments win teach how much prelimi- 
nary cooking on the gas stove is re- 
quired for different substances. In gen- 
eral, tt will be found that; two or three 
mlrmtes of actual boiling on the fire is 
unply sufficient for vegetables, while 
roasted meats require 20 to 30 -minutes 
Most articles should 
remain 
tightly 


closed in the box for 
two or three 
hours though they can be left there 
to keep hot for 10 or 12 hours, if nec- 


Hiee' dried beans, lentils, dried fruit 
etc., should first be well soaked in cold 
water. ' After being allowed to boll for 
from two to five minutes, one or two 
hours In the box will prepare them 
thoroughly for the table. 
Cabbage 
should be prepared the evening before 
Jt is used. It should be placed in the 
pot with very little water, cooked wel 
In its own juice, and put over night in 
the hay box. Just 
before dinner or 


the following day it should i>e warmed 
on the stove. 
Cauliflower and othe 


sofe vegetables 
.should be merel: 


brought to to a boil and then placet 
for an hour or two in the box. It wil 
be found that soups are greatly im 
proved by being allowed to develop fo 
two or three hours in the hay box. Th 
covers of the pots should, of course, no 
be lifted when the 
pots are 
bein 


transferred to the box. 
By the ol 


method of cooking, it is necessary t 
boil dried 
beans two 
and one-hai 


hours. When the hay 
oox fs used 


boiling for five minutes will te foun 
sufficient. This will give a clear ide 
of the amount of fuel saved. 


THE SECRET OF IT. 


Science teaches that 
many 
sub 
stances become ready for use as too 
at temperatures 
below 
the 
boilin 


point- and that, unless the pots ar 
hermetically closed, a temperature ex 
ceedlng 212 degrees F. cannot be at 
tained, no matter how much fuel is 
consumed nor how long the boiling is 
continued. 
Accordingly, the object to 


he kept chiefly in view is to retain the 
heat as long as possible when it once 
has been developed. 
One of the first things for a novice 


to learn is how much water to use. It 
•will soon be found that too much is 
•better than too little, and that if 
beans, peas, lentils, oatmeal, etc., have 
less water .than they can absorb, they 
cannot become properly cooked, no 
matter how many hours the process is 
continued. 
No water should ever be 


poured from tine pots, not even from 
potatoes as it always contains valua- 
ble salts 
derived 
from the cooking 
'substances whose loss must lessen the 
alimentary value-of the vegetables or 
meat. . 
•The hay boxes now being offered for 


"sale in German stores are usually lined 
and upartittoned 
with hay, felt, etc., 


and the receptacles are furnished with 
covers which can he securely locked. 
Such boxes are no doubt useful when 
food 
is to be transported—for 
in- 
stance, from restaurants: but there is 
one serious objection to them—their 
Immovable felt upholstery may become 
moist and moldy. A home made hay 
box will usually be found cheaper and 
more practical. Almost any box will 
do which has a tightly fitting cover. 
The wood of which It is made should 
not? be too thin, and of course there 
should be no knot holes or cracks. 
Old trunks and valises may sometimes 
be successfully utilized in this way. 


The box should be .loosely filled with 


shavings, paver or hay—the last men- 
tioned being probably the most sat- 
isfactory. 
The hay should be renew- 


ed every two or three weeks. 
Before 


the pots are ready the requisite num- 
ber of nests should be prepared, and 
when the pots are placed In these holes 
the hay should be packed under and 
"around them tightly. 
Any kind -of 
pots can be used, although 
earthen 
ones hold the heat best. The tighter 
-the tops fit the better, if the food is to 
jbe used within six or eight hours, it 
Is not necessary that they should be 
of a.kind which can be nermeticalls' 
closed. 
Ordinarily tops win be found 


.perfectly satisfactory. When the pots 
have been placed In the box carefully 
and without 
lifting 
the 
lids, 
they 


should be covered with a -pillow and 
the lid at once securely closed. 
Whe.i not in use. the box should al- 


ways le left open and the hay loosen- 
ed, the pillow being hun.e In the air 
to dry thoroughly.' 
' • MANY ADVANTAGES. 


'The chief advantages of the hay box 


may be summarized as follows: 


1. The cost of fuel can he reduced 


four-fifths, or even nine-tenths. 


2. The pots are not made difficult to 


•wash; they are not blackened, and they 
-will last for an almost indefinite period 
of time. 
3.^ The food is better cuoked, more 


tasty' more nutritious, and more di- 
gestible.

4. Kitchen odors are obviated, 
5. Time and labor are saved. 
6. Thei;e is no need of stirring nor 


fear of scorching or, burning.

•women is practically uniform in the 
various institutions of learning, there 
lelng but one or two exceptions among 
those that are considered the princi- 
pal colleges, for women; $400 covers 
inltion and board at Vassar, Smith and 
Wellesley; 
$500 at Bryn Mawr, and 


$600 at Radclifte. 
Of these amounts 


the tuition fe« is $100 at Vassar, Smith 
and Wellesley; at Bryni Mawr, $150; 
at Radcliffe, $200; the remainder in 
each case being for board, 


The expense of laundering depends 


generally upon the 
individual, al- 


though at Vassar, eighteen pieces are 
included in the board, and Smith has 
recently adopted the same plan. 


After estimating thus the bare living 


expenses, there are to be considered 
the extras, as the college catalogues 
term them; music, painting, drawing, 
for which is charged an additional fee 
by the half year. 


There are also the membership fees 


of 
the various clubs and societies, 


which average about $1 a year each. 
Every girl is ambitious to join one or 
all of these coteries for without them, 
college life is an unvaried round of 
study. Besides they are the best evi- 
dence of a girl's popularity. 


The furnishing of a girl's room de-

FIRE-BRICK BUILDINGS. 


"Work on the fire-brick plant is be.-IlloiC^^i1^^- 
(fcW 0'S6^arsb^a>s;/iKW 0,55 Chans 


These are driving piles, puddling and 
building walls of the most solid con- 
struction. 
These walls are of concrete, nearly 


. six feet In height and will act as a 


foundation 
for 
a 
superstructure of 


brick which will be practical in con- 
struction and ornate in appearance. 


One of these will be known as the 


"pan-room" in . which the brick will 
be moulded. This will be 70x180 feet. 
The other will be "the drier," which 
will be 150x120 feet. 


WAREHOUSES AND KILNS. 


There will also be two warehouses 


150x75 feet and S kilns,' each about 
60x30 feet. 
The foundation of concrete is sup- 


erimposed on piles, which have been 
driven to bed-rock. 


WORKING MAGNESITE. 


The material for 
working in the 


structure will be brought here in cars 
from the magnesite mines near Liv- 
ermore. These cars will be run'up an 
Inclined plane and the material will 
be dropped into bins beneath. 
From 


the bins, the material will fall into 
crushers and, after having been re-, 
duced to certain consistency, the ma- 
terial 
will 
be raised in automatic, 


elevators to the higher end of a rotary 
screw, 64 feet in length, the shell of 
which will be acted upon by great 
heat ,and thus in passing through the 
tube, the clay will be calcined. 
'. After calcination, the clay will be 
reduced to a fine powder and sold for 
various purposes. Such ot it as will be 
required for flre-brick will be puddled, 
afterwards placed in molds and then 
submitted to heat of .greatest inten- 
sity and 
thus 
made,- impervious to 


flame. It will then be ready for use 
wherever such material is required and 
for it there is a demand all over the 
county. 


.Superintendent Grant says that the 


works with which he was formerly 
connected at Chester, 
Pennsylvania, 


used to. get its fire-brick from Austria 
because of the scarcity of the material 
in this country, but that now, that 
plant will be supplied by the factory 
which is now being erected near Ses- 
sions' Basin. 
The works will begin 


operation by the first of next August.

GRAFTING 
WAITERS 


All honor to Wisconsin I Its 


Legislature has passed 
a -bill 


which is just the thing, drastic 
though it be. It provides for-fine 
and imprisonment. for restaurant, 
hotel or other waiters who, ; de-, 
mand or accept a "tip." And:the 
one paying a "tip" fares,no better 
than the one accepting it, which is 
a wise provision. This law pre- 
sumes that waiters are paid 
to 


serve guests; that the cost of ser- 
vice includes whatever is ordered, 
and that, when a waiter demands 
or accepts a "tip" he becomes a, 
"hold-up man" and should be sent 
to prison. 
Moreover, if a guest 


offers to pay or does pay the Wait- 
er for service, he is liable to prose- 
cution for committing a criminal 
act. 


It has come to pass in practi- 


cally all hotels and eating-houses 
that to be served v. all and prompt- 
ly, as well as with any degree of 
politeness, one must make one's 
peace with the servants by giving 
them sums of money 
at 
given 


times. To be sure, the bill that I? 
1 


rendered is presumed to include 
the total expense, but it does not. 
It would seem that if the dinner, 
say ,is billed at $i, to the one un- 
acquainted with the 
"way of 


things," that sum would cover the 
entire cost, but he would find that 
the $l included the privilege of 
sitting at a table and 
receiving 


certain viands, but in order 
to 


have the viands' served properly, 
the waiter must be "seen." That 
is to say, the landlord permits his 
guest to be robbed openly, boldly 
and fiendishly. It is a system of 
—grafting that is hedged all about 
by the wilingness of the proprie- 
tor to have his patrons plundered
